HOW BIG GUNS AAE MADE. 


Asserabiing the Huge Forgings at the 
Washington Gun Foundry. 

The guns are made of what is called 
forged steel. This steel is made by 
private firms, principally at the famous 
Bethlehem works in Pennsylvania, and 
is sent to the gun-foundry in the shaps 
of large tubes, and in other shapes 
called jackets and hoops. These steel 
pieces, after being finished, are put to- 
gether and made into guns. The jack- 
et of a gun ig about half the length of 


the tube, and itself is really a large. 


tube. The inner tube, when it arrives, 
is put into g lathe, and has the hole 
bored out te nearly the size it will be 
when finished; then it is turned down 
inside for about half its length from 
the rear or breech end to its proper 
size. “Turned down” means that the 
metal is cut off with a steel cutter. The 
jacket also is bored out smoothly and 
the hole carefully measured. The dia- 
meter of this hole, or bore, in the jack- 
et is a little emaller (some hundredths 
of an inch) than the outside of the 
tube after being turned down. Over- 
head in the shop are big cranes, which 
travel back and forth on tracks, and 
which can easily lift and carry heavy 
weights. The largest crane is called 
the 110-ton crane, but it will lift a 
welght even greater. Near the center 
of the gun-shop is a large pit in which 
there are furnaces. Afte*the tube has 
been bored out and turned down out- 
side, it is carried by a crane and lower- 
ed into the pit near the furnaces, so 
that it stands on its muzzle end, the 
breech end being up in the air. The 
jacket is also lifted and lowered into 
a furnace and heated. This furnace 
has a top, or cover, which lifts off, and 
which is put on after the jacket has 
been lowered into it. Hot air is forced 
into this furnace, which heats the jack- 
et till it expands so that the size of its 
bore becomes greater in diameter than 
the size of the tube it is to inclose. 
When all is ready, the cover is lifted 
from the furrace, the crane hooks on 
tö the jacket, lifts it out of the fur- 
nace, and swings it over the tube. The 
jacket is then quickly measured, and 
carefully lowered over the tube, which 
ig standing on its end. A stream of 
cold water is then admitted into the 
lower end of the tube. This water ris- 
as nearly to the top of the tube, and 
helps to cool both tube and jacket, now 
‘fitted together. As the jacket cools it 
shrinks to its proper size, and so 
squeezes and holds the tube tight with- 
in. When both are cold, the- partly 
made gun is lifted out of the pit, put 
into another lathe, and turned down 
outside so as to be ready to have the 
hoops put on. These hoops, which have 


‘been bored out to the proper size, are 


heated and shrunk on over the gun 
just as the jacket was shrunk on over 
the tube. The whole gun is made, or 
built up in this manner. After all the 
hoops are on, the gun is bored out 
again to final size, put into a rifling 
machine, and rifled; that is, it has 
zrooves cut inside of the bore through- 
out its length. These grooves com- 
mence at the muzzle, and gradually 
eurve till they reach the end of the 
bore. They are cut by what is called 
a rifling-bar, which is a long shaft 
with cutters at one end. The gun re- 
mains steady, while the bar enters in- 
to the gun at the muzzle, and turns at 
the same time, thus cutting what are 
called spiral grooves throughout the 
length of the bore of the gun. This 
rifling is done so as to give the shot or 


shell, when the gun is fired, a twirling 


or rotary motion,. which prevents it 
from tumbling end over end. and caus- 
es it to keep pointed in the right direc- 
tion. The shot or shell (projectile) is 
long, and has a copper baad fitted on 
its rear end. When the gun is fired, 
this copper band, being softer than the 
steel of the gun, enters into the grooves 
is turned by them, end gives the pro 
jectile a spinning miotion during, its 
Meit ee. :

The Awful Results of Tele- 


phone Competition. 
(From the Jackson Press.) 

The Detroit dailies have, during the 
past few days, published some sensa- 
tional articles regarding a. combination 
of Bell telephone interests in various 
states, for the purpose of concentrating 
an aggressive movement against the 
Michigan Independent Telephone com- 
panies and spending all sorts of money 
to wipe out the latter. Mr. Bouton, of 
the New State Telephone company, 
which is the principal Michigan com- 
petitor of the Bell company, says: 


“We have been wiped off the face of 
the earth so many times by this gigan- 
tic aggregation of capital that we are 
getting used to-it and can stand it once 
more. 

“What worries us most is a newspa- 
per item from Bay City. It seems that 
the Bay City meat dealers decided 
unanimously to use only the independ- 
ent company’s telephone dispensing 
with the Bell ’phones. Whereupon, so 
the dispatch says, the Bell company 
centemplates opening meat markets 
and cutting the price of beef. 

“Now if this policy was carried out 
in a general way, one can seen the 
frightful results that would follow. 
Suppose for instance, the ` Jackson 
doctors would conclude to use the New 
State telephone exclusively, and this 
gigantic aggregation of capital should 
immediately open up a lot of doctors’ 
offices at cut rates, the nususpecting 
public might be dosed for colic when 
in reality it had had the fever and ague. 

“And even coming back to the first 
proposition, the ‚meat business: It is 
not to be supposed that this gigantic 
aggregation of capital knows the differ- 
ence between pork sausage and cow’s 
liver in their uncooked state, hence the 
man who had innocently purchased 
What he supposed to be a porterhouse 
steak might find when it had passed 
through the kitchen process that he had 
after all only a mess of tripe.

side, it is carried by a crane and lower- 
ed into the pit near the furnaces, so 
that it stands on its muzzle end, the 
breech end being up in the air. The 
jacket is also lifted and lowered into 
a furnace and heated. This furnace 
has a top, or cover, which lifts off, and 
which is put on after the jacket has 
been lowered into it. Hot air is forced 
into this furnace, which heats the jack- 
at till it expands so that the size of its 
bore becomes greater in diameter than 
the size of the tube it is to inclose. 
When all is ready, the cover is lifted 
fiom the furrace, the crane hooks on 
tò the jacket, lifts it out of the fur- 
nace, and swings it over the tube. The 
jacket is then quickly measured, and 
carefully lowered over the tube, which 
ig standing on its end. A stream of 
cold water is then admitted into the 
lower end of the tube. This water ris- 
as nearly to the top of the tube, and 
helps to cool both tube and jacket, now 
As the jacket cools it 
shrinks to its proper size, ‘and so 
squeezes and holds the tube tight with- 
in. When both are cold, the’: partly 
made gun is lifted out of the pit; put 
into another lathe, and turned down 
outside so as to be ready to have the 
hoops put on.’ These hoops, which have 
been bored out to the proper size, are 
heated and- shrunk ‘on over the gun 
just as the jacket was shrunk on over 
the tube. The whole gun is made, or 
built up in this manner. After all the 
hoops are on, the gun is bored out 
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machine, and rifled; that is, it has 
grooves cut inside of the bore through- 
out its length. These grooves com- 
mence at the muzzle, and gradually 
curve till they reach the end of the 
bore. They are cut by what is called 
a rifling-bar, which is a long shaft 
with cutters at one end. The gun re- 
mains steady, while the bar enters in- 
to the gun at the muzzle, and turns at 
the same time, thus cutting what are 
called spiral grooves throughout the 
length of the- bore of the gun. This 
rifling is done so as to give the shot or 
shell, when the gun is fired, a twirling 
or rotary motion, which prevents it 
from tumbling end over end, and caus- 
es it to keep pointed in the right direc- 
tion.. The shot or shell (projectile) is 
Jong, and has a copper baad fitted on 
its rear end. When the gun is fired, 
this copper band, being softer than the 
steel of the gun, enters into the grooveg 
is turned by them, end gives the pro 
jectile a spinning mot ion during, its 
flight. .

Yesterday morning about 9:30 o’clock 
a Detroit electric car ran into the rear 
platform of a D., Y. & A. A. car and 
was badly smashed up at the front end.

A LITTLE BIT OF STRING, 

The various kinds of hemp all make 
string of every thickness, from whip- 
cord to hangmen’s ropes, and the soft- 
er kinds are used for weaving. Even 
sheets and pocket handkerchiefs are 
often made of hemp, being woven 
very finely and then bleached, A fa- 
vorite material for weaving is tow. 
which consists chiefly of the soft ends 
not strong enough for rope-makineg. 

Where string goes to is as much a 
mystery as the abiding place of pins. 
Factories are always making string; 
most people religiously preserve that 
which comes on bundles, yet are al- 
ways clamoving for more string. 
String is made from hemp, and at 
Leghorn is ar immense warehouse de- 
voted to it, and contents being gath- 
ered in Lombardy, Venetia and the 
papal states. It reaches a height of 
ten feet and is very fragile, for a 
storm of rain or hail will destroy a 
whole countryside of hemp. The 
plants are soaked in tanks of stag- 
nant water and, then beaten by hand 
or machinery. The hemp is then 
peeled off the sticks and made up 
into hanks. 

Peasants and farmers in Italy grow 
their own hemp and make their own 
string and sheets. It is only a ques- 
tion of-a certain knack, a distaff and 
perseverance, but a great deal of ener- 


gy is wasted in attempts to work hemp 


on a small scale. The hemp in the 
warehouse was in huge vaulted rooms, 
quite ecclesiastical in their architec- 
ture. Each bale weighed two hundred- 
weight, and as there are many thou- 
sands. of bales the thought of the miles 
and miles of string they represented is 
a little bewildering. It would not sur-

WHAT THE LAW DECIDES.

The claim of a preferential lien on 
the assets of an insolvent stockholder 
of an insolvent national bank for the 
payment of his obligation as stockhold- 
er, under United States statutes, sec- 
tion 5152, is denied in re Beard (Wyo.), 
38 L. R. A. 860, as against other cred- 
itors of the stockholder and the same 
is held true as o the liability of his 
estate after the stockholder’s death. 

The loss of a draft in the mails dur- 
ing transmission to a correspondent 
for presentment is held, in Bank of 
Gilby vs. Farnsworth (N. D.), 38 L. 
R. A. 848, to discharge the drawer from 
liability, where the payee who sent it 
failed for nearly six months to declare 
the loss, although having in its pos- 
session a report from the correspond- 
ent disclosing the fact that it had not 
been received. ? 

Adverse possession of coal under the 
surface is held, in Delaware and Hud- 
son Coal company vs. Hughes (Pa.), 
38 L. R. A. 826, not to be established 
by such possession of the surface of 
the land for a time sufficient to give 
title, where the party in possession 
has actual notice that a third person 
has purchased the coal and is using 
the vein as part of his mine which in- 
cludes a larger tract. 

A dangerous defect consisting of a 
large opening between an elevator and 
the outer wall on leased premises, 
which causes the death of a person 
delivering goods to a tenant, is held, 
in Henson vs. Beckwith (R. I.), 38 L. 
R. A. 716, not sufficient to make the 
lessor Hable, when he is not in pos- 
session or control of the elevator well 
and the tenant thas covenanted to keep 
the building in repair. 

The addition of the word “trustee” 
to the name of the payee of a note is 
held, in Tradesmen’s National Bank 
vs. Looney (Tenn.), 38 L. R. A. 837, 
ineffectual to defeat the negotiability 
of the note if inquiry would have 
shown that the word was merely de- 
scriptive and that the note was given 
to be turned over to him, as was done. 
Tt is also held that the addition of the 
word “trustee” to his name when in- 
dorsing the note does not affect his 
Hability as such indorser.

A LITTLE BIT OF STRING, 


The various kinds of hemp all make 
string of every thickness, from whip- 
cord to hangmen’s ropes, and the soft- 
er kinds are used for weaving. Even 
sheets and pocket handkerchiefs are 
often made of hemp, being woven 
very finely and then bleached. A fa- 
vorite material for weaving is tow. 
which consists chiefly of the soft ends 
not strong enough for rope-making. 

Where string goes to is as much a 
mystery as the abiding place of pins. 
Factories are always making string: 


most people religiously preserve that 


which comes on bundles, yet are al- 
ways clamoving for more string. 
String is made from hemp, and at 
Leghorn is ar immense warehouse de- 
voted to it, and contents being gath- 
‘ered in Lowbardy, Venetia and the 
papal states. It reaches a height of 
ten feet and is very fragile, for a 


storm of rain or hail will destroy a- 


whole countryside of hemp. The 
plants are yoaked in tanks of stag- 
nant water and, then beaten by hand 
or machinery. The hemp is then 
peeled off the sticks and made up 
into hanks. 

Peasants and farmers in Italy grow 
their own hemp and make their own 
string and sheets. It is only a ques- 
tion of-a certain knack, a distaff and 
perseverance, but a great deal of ener- 
gy is wasted in attempts to work hemp 
The hemp in the 
warehouse was in huge vaulted rooms, 
quite ecclesiastical in their architec- 
ture. Each bale weighed two hundred- 
weight, and as there are many thou- 
sands. of bales the thought of the miles 
and miles of string they represented is 
a little bewildering. It would not gur- 
prise one to hear that they would 
have sufficed to tie up the world in a 
brown-paper parcel or make Jacob’s 
ladder.

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WHAT THE LAW DECIDES. 


The claim of a preferential lien on 
the assets of an insolvent stockholder 
of an insolvent national bank for the 
payment of his obligation as stockhold- 
er, under United States statutes, sec- 
tion 5152, is denied in re Beard (Wyo.), 
38 L. R. A. 860, as against other cred- 
itors of the stockholder and the same 
is held true as ®o the liability of his 
estate after the stockholder’s death. 

The loss of a draft in the mails dur- 
ing transmission to a correspondent 
for presentment is held, in Bank of 
Gilby vs. Farnsworth (N. D.), 38 L. 
R. A. 848, to discharge the drawer from 
liability, where the payee who sent it 
failed for nearly six months to declare 
the loss, although having in its pos- 
session a report from the correspond- 
ent disclosing the fact that it had not 
been received. | 

Adverse possession of coal under the 
surface is held, in Delaware and Hud- 
son Coal company vs. Hughes (Pa.), 
38 L. R. A. 826, not to be established 
by such possession of the surface of 
the land for a time sufficient to give 
title, where the party in possession 
has actual notice that a third person 
has purchased the coal and is using 
the vein as part of his mine which in- 
cludes a larger tract. 

A dangerous defect consisting of a 
large opening between an elevator and 
the outer wall on leased premises, 
which causes the death of a person 
delivering goods to a tenant, is held, 
in Henson vs. Beckwith (R. I.), 38 L. 
R. A. 716, not sufficient to make the 
lessor Hable, when he is not in pos- 
session or control of the elevator well 
and the tenant has covenanted to keep 
the building in repair. 

The addition of the word “trustee” 
to the name of the payee of a note is 
held, in Tradesmen’s National Bank 
vs. Looney (Tenn.), 38 L. R. A. 837, 
ineffectual to defeat the negotiability 
of the note if inquiry would have 
shown that the word was merely de- 
scriptive and that the note was given 
to be turned over to him, as was done. 
It is also held that the addition of the 
word “trustee” to his name when in- 
dorsing the note does not affect his 
liability as such indorser.
